Even though wasting 
time is a sin because it is a waste of the opportunity God has given and the time that has passed 
will not return, meaning that if the opportunity is not used, then the opportunity will be lost. 
How important is the use of time, especially for spiritual leaders because all must be 
accountable to God. Based on the explanation of the background above, the writer will give 
the purpose of this analysis is First, explain the understanding of time management Second 
explain the concept of biblical time management based on Ephesians 5: 15-17. Third, explain 
its relevance to Christian leaders today. The method used in this analysis uses descriptive 
analysis method that contains a description and explanation of the problem with the data 
obtained. The results of the study can be concluded First, Time management makes leaders 
become fast, precise and useful in working, including there are important criteria for a strong 
planning basis and clear objectives not to be arbitrary in working as well as circling in work 
planning.

Making yourself mentally steel in the sense of not being lazy, having a 
work culture on time also values time in accordance with the biblical concept of time 
management based on Ephesians 5: 15-17. Third, spiritually appreciating the time that is a gift 
from God is not wasted but empowered to glorify God, remembering that these days evil is 
dominated by the devil. A Christian leader today must be observant and careful in using his 
time as well as grabbing as many opportunities as God gives in his life to be important and 
valuable and valuable moments in his life with the goal that is to start God because that is the 


center of time management.

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Allah not only regulates the order of His creation, but He also arranged the time to create 
it, not only the universe and everything in it, but also time which is an inseparable part of 
Allah's creation. Thus, God's commandment to man in Gen. 2:15 implicitly includes the 
management of time* God's gift is not only material in the form of money, time is also a 
gift from God that has been entrusted to humans. In other words, humans must be able to 
manage their time as well as possible, because it is not only a financial problem that must 
be regulated and organized, but also a matter of time. Because one of the devil's tactics is 


to involve God's children in useless things that waste time.* 


Paul_also called on the church at Ephesus (cf. Eph. 5: 15-17) that they should take 
advantage of the time because the days are evil. What is meant by evil is a state of the age 
which has been controlled by wrongdoing power so as to cause crime in a matter of hours, 
minutes, seconds so it is difficult for everyone to live in righteousness.’ The purpose of Paul's 
advice to the Ephesians emphasized that they were able to make good use of their time in the 


midst of the power of evil so that the opportunity God gave not be in vain. For that everyone 


is responsible for the use of time,

that the time he passes is used for a life that glorifies God. The great leader of the Israelites, 
Moses considered time as a priceless basic necessity, so he prayed for a wise heart and was 
taught to count the days, not years (Psalm 90:12). A wise heart is a heart that “knows the power 
of God's wrath. ”To gain a wise heart, humans need to be guided by God asking to be taught 


so that the days of his life are filled with God's loyal love, not His wrath ® 


The meaning of the verse above should change the thinking of church leaders today. 
For example, Augustine, one of the church fathers, for 15 years has spent his time with many 
women and is living in adultery. So much time was wasted by Augustine that he was converted 
at the age of 32 and worked for God.’ From the story, it reminds us how important the use of 
time is, so a leader must be careful and careful in choosing his priorities.

RESULT AND DISCUSSION 
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Definition of Management 


Judging from the origin of the word, the word management in English comes 
from an Italian word, maneggiare which roughly means to handle or to handle. In 
Latin there is a word that has almost the same meaning, namely manus, which means 


hand or handle.!° 


While talking about definitions, like other terms in the study of Social 
Sciences, Management also has a number of definitions given by experts. Here only 
one definition is expressed by GR Terry as follows:

other resources! 


The definition mentioned above is considered to be one of the most complete 
and clear definitions so it is widely quoted and applied by many people who are

In addition to the definitions and definitions of management that have been 
described earlier, McFarland, 1979 also suggests four definitions of management

Furthermore, Harbison and Myers classified management into three types, namely: 


1. Patrimonial Management 


There is when a company is owned by a family and important positions in the

2. Political Management 


A form of management in which important and basic positions in the organization 


are held by those who have political relations based on loyalty to a certain political party. 


3. Professional Management Strategic and important positions are 


left to those who have provided evidence of their competence, capacity, ability, expertise 


or in other words on the basis of the services and results they provide to the company.. 


Strategic management techniques and the application of clear individual functions 
make the company's management performance more passionate and survive from competition 


as well as healthy competition, because these 
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individuals show proficiency and loyalty to the company so that the company's performance 
increases. 
Basic Management Functions 
In essence, management functions include the functions of Planning, Implementation 
and Evaluation. However, in the implementation of these basic functions can be developed 
flexibly according to the needs of the organization. 
Following are the management functions proposed by Dessler, 1996'°: 
1. Planning. Includes setting goals, actions, developing rules and procedures, developing 
plans and making predictions. 
2. Organizing. Includes assignment, divisions, delegation of authority, coordinating work 
3. Staffing, including employee recruitment, training and development 


4. Leading, including giving orders, maintaining employee motivation and morale 


5. Controlling, setting standards, making improvements if needed.

230 Above all else, good time management includes the awareness that today is 
231 everything we have to use. The past day has passed cannot be repeated. For this 
232 reason, how important it is in life that we achieve a maximum life, without managing 
233 time properly and filling the time that goes so fast. Is there a waste of time and it 
234 cannot shape our lives to be good, because a good life starts with managing the time

Exegesis verse 15-17 


Verse 15 


Paul begins the verse with the words "therefore" which is Greek "ouv"! This word 
clearly wants to show the relationship between verse 15 and the verses above or even very 
possibly with the whole of the previous chapter and verse. Because the divisions and the 
previous chapters Paul explained the difference between children of light who are obliged to 
live in love according to God's call (Eph. 4: 1; 5:28) and people who do not know God, namely 
the behavior of the world, the flesh, and the devil (Eph. 4: 1; 5:28). 4:17; 2: 1-3)!” After 
expressing the above truth, then he said "because of that" he wanted to conclude and advise the 
congregation or believers to do something important he said. Paul goes on to say "watch" 
carefully how you live. for the word "watch" he uses the Greek word "Ble, pete, trans: blepete" 
the word blepte "blepete" uses the present imperative verb.'* The present imperative is a 


command verb to continue an

So that we can see 
accurately the spiritual relevance of all things of value, especially those of very high value, 
which require careful, accurate and close attention. Paul also continues a statement “do not be 
like a fool, but like a wise person (Greek: ) me os asophoi. Paul meant that the church should 
not behave like ignorant people because in essence they are children of light. Their life should 
be wise, what is meant by wise is not only knowledge but also skills in life.'” William Dyrness 
defines wisdom as a very practical art to be skilled and successful in life.” 


According to John R. W Stoot, a wise person has two important attitudes. 


1. Wise people know very well that time is very expensive, so they do activities 


that have added value (Value added) is eternal, not temporary. 


2. A wise person understands God's will by 1. becoming Christ-like. 2. Read His 
words because God's will is in His words (II Tim. 3:15). To make us wise and stop the 


cholesterol from sin in our life!

Also linked equality with 
349 eternity, so that he knows how to use this momentary with the responsibility of glorifying 
350 God and trying to understand God's will..

354 Thoughtful ideas stem from the needs of humans who are struggling to 

355 survive. The desire to be able to control life through the power of reason and the 

356 rigors of life makes people think of doing good and not doing unwise and immoral 


357 actions.

359 Wise Concept in the Old Testament

361 The word for wisdom in Hebrew is Hokmah for Israel. Wise is basically "Fear 


362 of God" and it is an expression of the religion that the Israelites adhere to. This 
363 expression begins with the simplest religious element a sense of His presence. Not 
364 only that, it comes down to the most complicated aspects of obedience to laws and 
365 worship to Him. Wise also has to do with very practical intelligence to act with 
366 caution, wisdom and deep understanding so that people are not deficient and 
367 successful in life as well as in orderly, good behavior and learning how to do what is 
368 good and right and fair. Wisdom is only obtained by relating to God and reading His 
369 Word, because through

The word "evxagorazo, menoi" is a 
combination of evx (to leave) and agorazw (to buy or to pay), while agora itself is a noun 
which means market. So the noun agorazo literally means to buy at the market. Eksagorazo 
was also used to redeem or pay for slaves. The prefix ex according to E.F Scott 1. Shows 
great activity, that is, taking all opportunities that can be taken. 2. A call to know oneself in 
the light of God's will, which is the hallmark of a wise person who lives in fellowship with 
God (II Tim. 2: 7). The word agorazo also usually means buying or paying and this word is 
usually used in the field of commerce where buying or redeeming a slave in the market. 
Redeeming is not only the word agorazo used "lutrw" lutro also means to redeem or save 
sinners who have been redeemed in full. Gaal also has the meaning of redeeming, but what is 


redeemed here is not a human being, but land or fields are often used 


in the Old Testament.” Paul also affirms that the times or days 


are evil ® is full of trouble and pain.

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Paul gives further understanding that as God's children we should be able to take 
advantage of every opportunity and even have to buy as many opportunities as possible. 
Because the present time has been sold under the power of evil. Landmines were everywhere 
and if they walked carelessly, they would suffer heavy losses. It is interesting here because the 
word "evil" that Paul uses is not "kakos" but Poneroos® evil in the form of active resistance to 
good. “These days are evil” are the days when the church is colored by active and concrete evil 
actions (not just evil in the heart or evil in nature). O Brien said evil was under the control of 
the rulers of the space kingdom who were against God and His will.” For that, believers should 
not just pass time but must make up for it, even learn to respect time as the most important 


thing in life. 


Redemption 


Talking about redemption is very important it is a milestone in the history of salvation 
for mankind. Redemption for sins is the death of Christ to solve the problem of human sin and

Definition of Time 


A Chinese writer said "Time is something that is invisible, but so real." As 
time passes, it passes between our legs. At bedtime, time is passing around the bed. 
This provides evidence to us that consciously or unconsciously time has been used. 
Martin Heidegger, one of the greatest German thinkers, said that humans must live 
authentically, live in time. Jean Paul Sartre goes even further to say that states of 
being are swallowed up by non-existence. That is, life now can enjoy everything. But 


one day at death, everything is over and there is nothing. 


First Time is something of the essence of the process in the world that is 
relatively related to the process. In this world nothing is eternal, only Allah because 
He does not need the process He is the One Who Exists from Eternal to Eternal. In 
contrast everything that is created in the world undergoes a process, and in the 
process we need time, that is why time is the essence of the process in the relative 


world. 


Second Time is a reality that is related to space. Everything that Allah created 
has three of the most important elements, namely Space, Time and Existence. Often

508 The statement that "Time is money" time is money is an utter foolish 
509 statement. Time is not money if time is money, then we can exchange time for 
510 money. An ancient Chinese proverb says "an inch of time equals an inch of gold is 
511 worth, but an inch of gold cannot replace an inch of time". If western people say 
512 "Time is money", then eastern people (Chinese) say Time is money, but money is 
513 not times. If time is not money, how do we view time?

515 First Time is life. This is an important lesson for the life of every human 
516 being, how much time has been wasted in vain from young to old, his life is filled 
517 with a life of fun, orgies without doing the most important thing in this life. If 
518 humans really love themselves, start loving the time that is in living alone; what can 
519 be done now, do not delay until tomorrow. What can be learned in youth, do not 
520 wait until old age.

Greek Concept of Time 


The Greeks were very time sensitive, so time was divided into 64 tenses. English has 
16 tenses. Indonesian does not recognize systems like this. The Greeks recognized two terms, 
namely kairos and kronos which have the following meanings. Kairos is the concept of time 
that makes one effective and work harder. Kronos is a time that flows and is lived by all humans 


in this world just like that. 24 hours a
